With the large numbers of UFO sightings by 
reputable men skilled in their professions, mounting over the years, isn't 
it something of an insult to our intelligence that we are auked to believe 
there is nothing in it and that all these trained men were victims of mis¬ 
interpretation - or some mass hallucination? 


Are we not entitled to know the whole truth about these visitors 
to our planet and prepare ourselves for what may lie ahead? After all, we 
live in a Space Age ourselves, with the achievements of the Russian and 
American astronauts now accepted facts that no longer amaze us. Surely 
then we are now ready to accept the possibility of there being older civ¬ 
ilizations than ours on other planets, whose inhabitants have progressed 
far beyond us in a Space Age of which we are at present only in the 
kindergarten stags? 

And what of our space visitors? Why are they, too, so silent? 

Possibly the answer lies in the fact that we are not sufficiently devel¬ 
oped spiritually to receive them in a friendly manner and protect them 
from exploitation, and that, rather than be forced to us© weapons of 
advanced technology against us in order to defend themselves, they prefer 
to remain mute observers of our planet until such time as w© have reached 
the stage of being able to meet them on equal terms of Cosmic Brotherhood.

evolution of intelligent beings. This prevented them from landing for the 
specific purpose of making open contact with the peoples of the earth, or 
intervening in any way in earth affairs. In other words, wo must progress 
naturally and evolve by our own efforts, for there is no merit to anything 
achieved without such personal effort. Our space visitors have already proved 
they are not hostile to us, and wa must respect the very valid reason for 
their non-intervention policy. When the day dawns that we are sufficiently 
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evolved and have a better understanding of Cosmic Brotherhood, we may 
find our space friends will visit us openly for friendly, cultural 

exchanges. 

Already it is believed by many that the real purpose of their 
presence in our skies is to draw attention to the fact that we do indeed 
have cosmic brothers in apace, who by their friendly, non-agressive 
attitude, are trying to bring about an awareness in us of the existence 
of other sore advanced people in the Universe and thus widen our horizons

We are 
asked particularly not to exploit for monetary gain, people ( s natural curi¬ 
osity about the UFOs in this present Saga of Silence, but to be prepared to 
enlighten freely when the time comes. 
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If thane messages should prove to he true, the world’s l)PO groups, 
presently forming the imt&euo of the New Age philosophy of Cosmic 
Brotherhood, may eventually be called to the high destiny of leading 
their Earth brothers into a new realm of thlnldng end behaviour; - one 
encompassing world peace, friendly coranunication with their space 
brothers on other planets, increased knowledge in the sciences and arts, 
wider horizons and rich spiritual rewards.

National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration: "I® vs been convinced for a long tiaso tliat the 
* saucers* are interplanetary* We 1 re being watched by beings from outer 
space."

The N.I.C.A.Po Organisation (U.S.A.), under the direction of Major 
Keyhoe, has revealed tho existence of scientific researches in the ionosphere, 
carried out by the Unites States under the control of tho Naval Oceanographic 
Office of the American Marine. Officially, this investigation known under the 
name of “Project Magnet” (Operation Aidant), aims to study the magnetic field 
of the earth and its irregularities. For this purpose, apeci.ally-equipped 
pianos fly across vast areas of the earth. One of tho sentero of S.I.O.A.P., 
Hr* Robert C. Bock, notes that this operation would have, outside of its 
official aims of geomagnetic aerial investigations, the task of assembling 
for the Intelligence Service of the American Navy, the nsodmun information 
possible on ,%idept^M 

Certain rocent events seen to confirm tho opinion expressed by Mr. Beck 
and N.I.C.A.P. In fact, as everybody knows, the Argentine Republic has been 
ono of thd regions most frequently visited by the space people. At tho end 
of January 1964, one of the planes of “Project Magnet”, the KC-135 Paieano XI, 
established its base for 10 days at Ezeiza, thd International Airport of Buenos 
Aires. From there, the U.S. investigators carried out various exploration 
flights, one of which took then down to the South Georgia Islands. Argentine 
officials participated in these flights, as observers, Thera, a sane exists 
known under the name of the "South-Anorican Anomaly”, where the terrestrial 
magnetism shows certain irregularities, As known, numerous researchers believe 
that the trajectories of the UFOs may, in part, bo determined by the peculiar¬ 
ities of the magnetic field of the earth.
